WASHINGTON". — Study of dis- 


patches to.The Star from its political 
correnpondents in all parts of 
the 


country, to be published Sunday, 
leads irrestibly to two major conclu- 
sions. 


One is that the presidential boom 


of Herbert Hoover is not mkaicg any 
such headway among republicans as 
to .•warrant belief that he will be ser- 
iously considered at Chicago as the 
nominee of that party—unless there 
should develop a deadlock that no 
other aspirant seemed able to _brea]|. 


The second is that among demo- 


crats the Hoover boom is laboring 
under a doable handicap. It sjiffers 
alor.^ with all other democratic can- 
didacies because of the lack of know- 
ledge of President Wilson's wishes 
and. intentions, and the Hoover 
.movement is held back by the furth- 
er obstacle of bis own silence. 


That there is Hoover 
sentiment 


among the rank and file of republi; 
can voters in many parts of 
the 


TOantry is undeniable, but it lacks 
organization and does not at this 
time give promise of 
making 
its 


weight felt in tie selection of dele- 
gates to ttfe national convention. 


The republican party leaders ap- 


pear to have the situation much bet- 
ter in hand than is the case with 
leaders in the opposition party, and 
there is an absence of any consider- 
able Hoover sentiment among active 
republican .workers. Another thing 
which -operates to hold back growth 
of a republican Hoover movement is 
the number and activity of republi- 
candidates. In several

citing that there is afforded ample 
outlet; for the partisanship of voters

"But I realize negative criticism 


is not all that is called for in so 
serious a matter.

HERE IS A VAST DIFFERENCE between 
Pessimism and foresight. 
Anyone can 


persistently exhude from the blues, paint con- 
ditions a dark drab and run about with only 
bilious predictions. 


NEITHER THE WORLD nor this great coun- 
try is goiftg to the dogs; but you may as well 
face the future in the knowledge that the re- 
adjustment has started. It is time to unload 
many high-priced things. 
We are over the 


pt-ak, but some things will probably never be 
cheaper 
Therefore it is a wise man who 


knows what to sell and what to buy, but it re 
quire* no occult powers to know that it is not 
a time to expand, go into debt, be extravagant 
or wasteful. 


IN THE BUSINESS and the banking world 
many things have occurred flaring the past 
week. It has been the most important week 
in finance and business since the signing of 
the armistice. 
Millions of dollars have been 


lost by speculators who believed the era of 
ever higher prices would never end. Values 
have been dissipated over night; money 
has 


loaned at a higher rate than the ancient Shy- 
lock or the modern 3-Bal! Broker wmild rlp- 
mand. 


THESE DEVELOPMENTS may be drastic for 
the nonce, but they foretell as plainly as de- 
velopments can, that we are entering a new 
after-the-war adjustment. 
Commodities will 


decline, those commodities which can be pro- 
duced or manufactured without regard to 
natural resources. Natural gas will never be 
cheaper but manufactured gas may; timber 
will not decline very far, because there is not 
enough of it. 


THE GREAT THINKERS are realizing that 
we cannot longer sen to Europe and expect to 
be paid for our goods within any reasonable 
time. iSurope is bankrupt, hopelessly bank- 
rupt, and until her people go to work and cre- 
ate new wealth the money of Europe will be 
at a heavy discount In America. 


THERE IS A CHEERFUL SIDE even In declin- 
ing prices for such a community as Lima. Our 
industries here will suffer very littls in a na- 
tional readjustment, because of the kind of 
industries they are. 
The railways will need 


locomotives and will buy them; business con- 
cerns will need motor trucks, and will buy 
them. Locomotives and trucks wear cat and 
must be replaced. Cigars burn up and there 
will be no slump for that Industry here, while 
the hundred or more smaller foundries and 
specialty shops of our city are largely subsi- 
diary to our basic Industries. 
Building will 


likely decline, new enterprises will not be 
faunched to the degree that they have been, 
and we shall see a slowing down, not a col- 
lapse, which will mean for Lima that she will 
have time to catch up. that's all

The Greenhorn's Story. 


In the latter part of June, 1907. a

He not only spoke his mother tongue 
well, but he had a good command of 
Spanish and French and "was posted 
on several of the dialects current in 
the "boot" or sou'hern part' of Italy.

accomplishments he was also a prac- 
tical printer. 


connnent of that. 


Comito's own story follows: 
"The reader will pardon me, if; in 


reading this story of my life in New 
York. th»rp are errors of language and. 
periods not well expressed. 


"During the latter part of 190S and 


a good part of 1900, I had occasion to 
know many malefactors who horrified 
me from the very start, and whom I 
gradually came to fear as I studied 
their brutal 
character. 
I 
refrained 


from denouncing these men to the 
police because I was constantly in 
danger of losing my life had 1 done so. 


"These men were the loaders of the 


legally impli- notorious 'Black Hand' Society, which 


spreads terror among- the Italians all 
over tiie I'nited States.. While among 
them I s-ttidied the badness, the power, 
the brutality and the arrogance of the 
counterfeiter and the assassin. 


"They were not a very civil lot. 


They were villians incarnate. One of 
their characteristic traits is that one 
alone would not commit a crime be- 
cause of cowardice. AVhen a, 'job' was 
to be executed it was always carried 
out by three or four directed by a. 
'corporal.' who was put in charge by 
the head bandit. This 'corporal' bossed 
the job, remaining a.ll (he while in the 
distance so that in case t.he operations 
of those committing t he deed were dis- 
covered by the police the 'corporal' 
would be sure to escape and report 
the circumstances to the head bandit 
of the society. The head bandit would 
in turn notify aJl the uthpr members, 
when a. counsel would be called at 
which steps would fee taken to aid 
those apprehended by the police. 


"\Vhat puzzled me not a little -was 


the fact that when it came to going 
to tria.1 for an offense no eye-witness 
would ever appear in court to tell of 
the crime with which the members 
under arrest might be charged. Thoss 
arrested usually gave fictitious names, 
a.nd 
when placed on trial they were 


ji.lways freed. 
These men governed 


their 
association 
by secret orders. 


They operated on a. vast scale and 
extended their crime even to the kid- 
napping of little children." 


Comito then tells of entering JCetr 


York a.nd meeting his brother at .thn 
Battery. He, relates his sensations- a.t 
seeing the tall buildings of New York 
and the hurrying crowds in the noisy 
streets. 


After going to the 
home of his 


brother 
in 
Bleocker street, 
Comito 


says: 


"During the dinner I was carefully 


advised by my uncle, an intellig-ent 
rna.n a.nd very rjujt.tous, having: served 
the 
Italian 
government 
for ' twelve 


years as non-commissioned 
officer in 


the line infantry. 
He said, 'Do not 


a.cquire bad friendships. Be careful of 
traps tha.t strangers may lay for you. 
There exists in New York^ a band of 
malefactors which bear the name of 
Black .Hand.' 


"He told me also never to tell any 


one where I worked and how much I 
earned. Ho advised me to think only 
of bettering my condition and that of 
my family, because in America, in 
time, the man with a good -will can 
acquire a good position." 


Comito then tells of finding employ- 


ment in the Italian printing house of 
M. Dassori, at No. ITS Pjirk Row, 
where ho was getting- along well. He 
tells of sending money to Italy to his 
wife and children. 
He tells of his 


brother here introducing him to honest 
Italians of the working class and of 
how he joined the order of tho Sons 
of ItaJy and also the Foresters of 
America. Comito then relates his rapid 
rise in the Foresters, mentioning: also 
how he became Supreme Deputy of 
the Order of the Sons of Italy, be- 
sides being chosen a member for the 
Congress of Italians abroad, which was 
held in Rome ia 1908. 
He dwells on 


his losing employment because of lack 
of work in the place where he was 
employed. 
After getting 
employment 


again he finds himself once more out 
of a place, about the beginning of Sep- 
tember.. 1908. He tells very frankly 
of talcing up with a lady named. Cat- 
erina and how they share* the apart- 
ment which he furnished as well as 
his means afforded. 
He and Caterina 


lived together, ho says, "respecting one 
another as husband and wife." 
De- 


scribing his affair with Caterina, who. 
by the way, enters in some measure 
into the counterfeiting story, Comito 
says: 


"I. together 
with 
Caterina, lived 


agreeably, and what, was earned weekly 
was divided equally and we did not 
take into account which earned the 
more or the less. We made an honest 
front with friends. 
I discharged my 


duties with the societies with zeal."
